Farvey’s Benefit here last night was well attended: there was some 
deviation from the original cast, in the performance, More Blundera 
than One was substituted for Matrimony, in consequence of C. Kem- 
ble’s indisposition. ‘The rich humour of Power, and excellent acting 
of all engaged in this extravagant trifle made ample amends fer the 
change. The Opera of Fontainbleau was got up with greater care 
than usually evident in benefit revivals, and the introduction of the 
Quadrupeds with the race course scene, was well received, but the 
animals did not appear so much at home as their effigies in the last 
piece ; in which J. Reeve, as Abrahamides, Meadows, as Isaacos, J. 
Russell, in Francisco, and Miss Goward, as Dorothea, exerted them- 
selves with great effect: the first geutieman’s imitations were excellent. 
Between the Opera and subsequent pieces, there was a kind of Na- 
tional Melange, introducing music of almost all nations; indeed, so am- 
ple was the provision made for their amusement, that we think none 
of Mr. Farley’s friends could have left the Theatre dissatisfied. 

That highly accomplished actress, Miss Jarman, presents her friends 
to-night with a most attractive bill of fare, combining, in addition to 
the strength of this esteblishment, the talents of several celebrated 
singers from the Italian Opera.

The popular Ballet of Masaniello followed.—The house was full of 
beauty and fashion.
